SAN JUAN, Puerto Rico— 
The minimum wage for sweater 
manufacture in Puerto Rico will 
be raised to $1 per hour, accord- 
ing to the determination of the 
ndustry committee reached after 
arings held here last week. 
Although the results of the 
ommittee’s deliberations were 
ade known late Thursday after 
t listened to evidence and argu- 
ent for two days, the Commit- 
ee’s formal report has not yet 
been issued. The new minimum 
age order will take effect fif- 
een days after the report has 
been filed. It is probable that 
€ new wage requirement will 
ot become operative before the 
atter part of September. 
Malcom Gordon, of Gordon- 
shire Knitting Mills of Cayey,

In 
is appearance before the Com- 
ittee, he opposed any increase, 
Pointing to the recent aggrava-

On the other hand, it was 
fgued that despite the last in- 
tease in the minimum wage, 
mploym nt in the Puerto Rican 
m¥eater industry had continued 
tise. controversy turned, 
mowever, on the fact that the 


ures of some firms which are 
considered a part of the sweater 
industry according to legal defi- 
nition, but which are actually not 
engaged in turning out sweaters, 
such as dyers. 

Dr. Lazare Teper, research 
director of the International 
Ladies’ Garment Workers’ Un- 
ion, pressed the demand at the 
hearing for an increase in the 
minimum. 

Dissents Filed 

Two out of the nine industry 
committee members refused to 
support the Committee recom- 
mendation for the increase and 
will file dissents. They are: 
George Vargish, president of 
Knitco, Inc., and Oscar Castro- 
Rivera, an attorney of San Juan. 
Both were appointed as employer 
representatives on the three-part 
committee consisting of nine 
members in all. 

When the industry’s Puerto 
Rican minimum is boosted from 
the present level of 96 cents per 
hour to $1 per hour, the sweater 
manufacturers affected will be 
the first industry in the island’s

Knitwear Wages Reach 
Record High During May 

Average hourly earnings in 
the knitted outerwear industry 
for the month of May, 1960 
reached a new high at $1.61. 
This represented a sharp in- 
crease from $1.58, which was 
the average for April, 1960, 
and $1.55, the level of May, 
1959. 

The average work week in 
May of this year was 38.3 
hours, still behind May of last 
year, when it was 39.0, but up 
from April, 1960, when the 
average work week was 37 
hours. 


NKOA Says Foreign Imports Injure

tion of the full-fashioned sweater market in the United States caus- 
ing injury to the domestic industry, displacing a large quantity of 
American-spun yarns, and all but destroying the American market 
for full-fashioning outerwear machinery. This was the gist of the

reductions on knitted outerwear 
and knitted fabrics. 

Mr. Korzenik spoke’ on 
Thursday at hearings in Wash- 
ington before the U. S. Tariff 
Commission and the Interde- 
partmental Committee for Re- 
ciprocity Information in prepar- 
ation for the impending tariff 
negotiations scheduled for Ge- 
neva later this year. 

Mr. Korzenik declared that 
the Japanese export of sweaters 
made of wool and related fibers 
as Officially reported by Tokyo 
in 1959 represented nearly 40 
percent of the American produc- 
tion of full-fashioned sweaters 
made of wool, wool specialty 
fibers and fur blend yarns, ex- 
cluding cashmeres. The effect 
of substantial imports of Japan- 
ese goods in every fiber branch 
of the sweater industry that they 
have entered, he said, has been 
to hurt not only the American 
producer but the market in 
general. According to the analy- 
sis he presented, the Japanese 
first penetrated the American 
market in 1954-1955 with cash- 
mere full-fashioned garments, 
with the result so damaging that 
the cashmere sweater market 
has not yet recovered. 

“They next turned,” he de- 
clared, zephyr and lamb’s 
wool classic sweaters. The con- 
sequences were the same. In a 
short time there remained only 
a small number of American

The wide diversity of trimming and accessories currently avail- 
able to knitwear designers has made their tasks increasingly com- 


plex and difficult according to the dominant opinion of a number of 
creative designers who were interviewed in a survey last 


leading 
week. 

This rapid introduction of 
ereat trim variety is the latest 
development of a long range 
quest for diversity in knitwear 
construction which was first evi- 
denced in the utilization of a 
wide stitch range in manufac- 
turing processes. The demand 
for different yarns and the con- 
current development of new 
blends also are indicative of this 
creative searching. 

Variety is now being achieved 
with a diverse range of trimming 
creations in the form of ribbons, 
appliques, hand embroidery, 
laces, sequins, beading, and 
jeweled decorations. The devel- 
opment of screening devices and 
an increased use of applique 
and Schiffli embroideries and 
the popularity of decorations 
created with Bonnaz embroider- 
ies are noteworthy also. 

Trims Are Essential 

Trim devices were scattered 
with a frugal hand across the 
sweaters of yesteryear. A much 
more liberal orientation marks

today’s market in which trims 
are regarded as essential details 
rather than as unimportant ap- 
pendages.

Sports motifs and 
nautical themes echo a domin- 
ant emphasis on recreation and 
leisure time activities.

To a great degree, according 
to many interviewees, this new 
emphasis on trim results from 
greater design consciousness on 
the part of the American con- 
sumer. More people are actively 
concerned with style and fash- 
ion than ever before. 

This consumer pattern is even 
reflected in the teenage market 
which now offers a steadily in-

creasing demand for trimmed 
rather than the erstwhile popu- 
lar classically modeled sweaters. 
Even the men’s and boys’ 
traditionaliy unadorned styles 
now utilize trim devices in line 
with the bold use of new color 
and style concepts which re- 
leased men’s garments from 
their lingering doldrums. 
Evening Sweaters 
A growth in the field of eve- 
ning sweaters has opened wide 
and new horizons for sweater 
manufacturers. Early morning 


to late evening usage may now 
be gleaned from this style which 
has become an all year round 


rather than holiday garment. In 
keeping with this trend, over 
300 styles are offered in the new 
line of a leading knitwear manu- 
facturer. Trims range from sub- 
dued ribbons to bright sequins 
and ladylike pearls or luxurious 
fur.

KNITWEAR manufacturers will be presented with a wide range 
of ribbon novelties stressing especially the use of gold metallic 
highlights, the popularity of jacquard patterns, a growth in promi- 
nence of wide and thin ribbons, and the development of multi- 
colored ribbons which allow a single number to be used for several 


different colored garments. 

Staple compositions include 
all nylon, nylon and acetate and 
rayon and cotton compositions. 
Wider widths are receiving in- 
creased emphasis due to the 
extended popularity of bulky 
knits. 

Color follows no particular 
trend as most manufacturers 
offer a full color range as well 
as dyed-to-match facilities. 

Special Features 

An increased use of colortast 
and shrinkproof ribbon is fore- 
cast with their development in 
commercial quantities. Velvet 
and gros grain ribbons are 
among those which feature this 
treatment.

New Offerings Have Surface Effects, Subtle Shading 


AMONG the variety of buttons being offered for the knitwear 
trade are synthetic compositions with surface interest and shaded 
color treatments. Metallics are popular this year in metal and metal- 
plated composition. Crest and heraldic patterns predominate in 
increasingly larger sizes for sweaters which lean more and more 


towards the bulky type. 

Odd shapes add a note of in- 
terest to button offerings in bow, 
square, diamond, oval and floral 
patterns. 

Natural wood type surfaces 
are noteworthy. Plain and tex- 
tured surfaces are seen in highly 
polished and dull finishes for 
fashionably rustic and casual 
tone. 

Knit dresses and dressier 
sweaters favor buttons with jew- 


eled effects to enhance their 
dominant mood. 
Other natural compositions 


feature ivory and aurora borealis 
with pearl or brass combinations. 


B. Blumenthal & Co. Inc. 

A sculptured, carved effect is 
replacing the classic hopper but- 
ton in popularity in Blumen- 
thal’s sales to the sweater trade. 
Surface interest is available in 
novelty buttons in a size range 
of 24 to 55 ligne. 

Another noteworthy trend 
forecasts popularity for increas- 
ingly large buttons with dull 
surfaces. 

Staple goods include woods, 
leathers, brass, ocean pearl, 
glass and ivory in the natural 
compositions, with polyester, 
lucite, casein, galilith, acrylic 
and metallized buttons for the 
synthetic grouping. A size range 
of 18 to 70 ligne is shown. 

A polka chip effect in dyed- 
to-match construction is offered 
in two- and four-hole patterns 
with a dull or satin finish in 18 
to 45 ligne size range. 

Bulkies seem to be moving 
from use of imitation pearl but- 
tons but no prevalent trend is 
discernible as replacement. 

Rosewood and zebra are the 
dominant woods shown in both 
shank and two- and four-hole 
styles. Dull textured as well as 
highly polished natural wood 
surfaces in 14 to 36 ligne are 
available in this group. 

Polyesters feature interesting 
shapes in both shank and sew- 
through styles for use on flat 
knit classics and novelty sweat- 
ets. Polyesters in English bevel 
and ring fish-eye patterns are 


offered in 25-55 ligne; cup 
shapes are shown in 14 to 45 
ligne. 


Emsig Manufacturing Co. 
Covered buttons are an out- 
standing feature of Emsig’s of- 
ferings to the knitwear trade. 
The buttons do not ravel and 
they withstand damage in wash- 
ing or dry cleaning processes.

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Messing Features Wide Selection 
Of Trimmed Sweaters in Fall Line 


BOSTON, Mass.—Sweaters, 
elaborately trimmed with bead- 
ing, jeweling, embroidery and 
appliques now comprise about 
300 selections — resplendent 
with floral and novelty designs 
— in the fall ladies’ sweater line 
of Messing Knitwear, according 
to Ray Oppenheimer, New 
England representative. 

Mr. Oppenheimer indicated 
that fall bookings on_ these 
trimmed sweater began at an 
active pace in June. 

He also reported satisfactory 
early reaction to Messing’s line 
of bulky knit sweaters. 

Orlon has been used exten- 
sively for both light and heavier 
weights. Cardigan styles, for the 
most part, are waist length with 
elasticized waistbands. 

One bulky vertical cable 
stitched sweater in white has 
pink and blue flower appliques 
sprinkled on the body and on 
the cuff and an embroidered 
basket of metallic thread at the 
low left forming a pocket. 

Another novel sweater in 
beige, has an intricate scroll 
design in braid on either side 
of the front decorated with 
bronze beading. There is also 
a slipon with a lace pearl 
trimmed yoke front and back. 

All these high styled slipons 
and cardigans are full fashioned. 
One novel treatment of a cardi- 
gan style has vented edging on 
either side of the front and cuffs. 
This is trimmed with crochet 
work in gold metallic thread also 
used to trim the collar and cuffs. 
Minute old gold ball buttons are 
used down the front. 

Another bulky has a crest on 
the left four inches deep made 
up in gold metallic beads and 
blue plastic discs. This consti- 
tutes an elaborate shield with 
embroidered pink and green 
floral designs rampant. A sug- 
gestion of the design is also used 
on the collar point. 

_ Blairmoor also has a complex 
line of bulkies which will be 
prominent in New England high 
fashion stores this fall. One all 
wool pullover has a pointed 
cowl neckline. The body of the 
Sweater 1s made up of panels 
consisting of three-quarter inch 
Stripes of rick-racking separated 
Sy single rows of chain stitch- 
ing. There are also panels two 
inches wide of light rick-racking 


with large embossed diamond 
designs. The cowl coming to a 
six inch point is made up of 
sloped ribbing. This sweater has 
a three-quarter sleeve and is 
termed a fisherman's knit. 

Another bulky, knit in four 
ply Orlon, has a turtle cowl 
neckline. This is made up in 
vertical loose rick-racking with 
a narrow chain stitch separa- 
tion. A contrasting stitch is used 
on the three-quarter sleeve and 
hem and the waist and cuff are 
elasticized. 

Blairmoor also has an inex- 
pensive mohair and wool pull- 
over particularly popular here. 
This as an envelope neckline 
which squares off at the front 
and the inch and one-half back 
ribbing over-laps the front. With 
the exception of the collar treat- 
ment, this is a classic style and 
is Offered in charcoal, multi- 
green, multi-putty, multi-taupe, 
red, brass, blue and purple. The 
“multi” derives from numerous 
yarn shadings. 

One pullover, of two ply mo- 
hair and wool, has a split cowl 
neck fastened by two sets of 
rounded buttons encrested with 
a metal design and linked to- 
gether by a chain. Button holes 
in the turtle cowl are used. The 
fabric of this garment consists 
of chain stitching used like ver- 


tical ribbing. 

Another bulky Blairmoor car- 
digan has a large johnnie collar 
and is trimmed with seven cloth 
covered buttons. The body of 
the sweater is made up of hori- 
zontal panels of white and gold, 
one and one-half inches wide, 
with the gold striping running 
vertical on the white, which 
gives the appearance of an un- 
derlining. These horizonal panels 
are separated by one inch bands 
of swirl stitching. 

One of the lightweight top 
sellers in the line is a pullover 
of 60 percent lamb’s wool and 
40 percent French angora. This 
has a johnnie collar with a one 
button fasten on a small point. 
There is a one inch stripe of 
grey heather under the collar 
and the shade is also used for a 
quarter inch trim on two mock 
pockets also trimmed with three- 
quarter inches of ribbing. With 
the grey heather, the sweater is 
offered in basic shades of white, 
purple, gold, blue and green.

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Bold Techniques Highlighted In 


Pearl Embroidery Designs For 1961 
PHILADELPHIA, Pa.—Formerly considered a most difficult 
medium for embroiderers, knitted fabric embellishment has been 
developed as a specialty by Pearl Embroidery. 
This was done, according to A. Newton Malerman, head of the 
firm, “by the development of bold techniques and new, imaginative 


machinery for hanaling every- 
thing from boucle to textured 
nylon fabric.” 

Employing versatility in de- 
signing, a diversity of ideas and 
techniques, the company re- 
cently expanded on two broad 
fronts. It added a large stitching 
and tucking operation which 
extends its service literally from 
A to Z—Air Tucking to Zig- 
Zag. The basic operations most 
widely utilized in the items de- 
signed as Bonnaz, applique and 
Schiffli embroideries. 

Pearl also added a new Style 
Development Department to of- 
fer manufacturers the talents of 
leading apparel and trimming 
artists trained to help create 
samples and new trends and 
ideas for every season. This 
helps to alleviate the pressure of 
creating new sample lines sea- 
son after season.

These services recently have 
become so important to the 
knitting industry that many trim- 
ming trends are being largely 
determined by knitted outerwear 
manufacturers working with 
trimming stylists at Pearl Em- 
broidery. 

New Style Bulletins 

The company also pioneered 
in another direction. To help 
keep clients informed of styles, 
fabric, color trends, supply re- 
sources and its own burgeoning 
services, Pearl initiated a series 
of style bulletin publications. 

The firm’s style bulletin for 
spring 1961 anticipated, among 
other trends, the greater use of 
trimmings applied to shirt plack- 
ets. It pointed out that this 


trend is most important in the 
consideration of where to put the 
trim to give it the most eye- 


appeal when the shirt is pack- 
aged and later displayed on the 
retail counter. Such considera- 
tion of the manufacturer’s total 
problems is an integral part of 
our services, Mr. Malerman 
stated. “In line with this, the 
Pearl line for each season in- 
cludes several sketchbooks in 
color offering complete shirt 
styling. 

“Knitted swim suits, too, have 
been accorded a concentrated 
effort in planning and styling for 
1961. New ways have been de- 
vised in the manipulation of em- 
broidery and applique trims on 
Lastex and knitted suits. New 
and unusual direction has been 
achieved, for example, in the 
combination of several types of 
machine work to achieve a new 
appearance and texture for 
knits.” 

Golf, Boating Designs 

Emphasizing the broad appeal 
of his firm’s trimmings, Mr. 
Malerman said that “knitwear 
for children has gotten a much- 
needed ‘shot in the arm’ with 
those producers who find our 
type of styling and service of 
incomparable assistance in for- 


mulating new lines. Among this 
season’s ideas are a large assort- 
ment of nautical and summer 
sport motifs. 

“In men’s and women’s 
sportswear,” he asserted, “golf 
and boating items are stronger 
than at any time.” 

Boatnecks and shawl collar 
treatments are also featured in 
Pearl Embroidery’s style projec- 
tions for shirts, and are shown in 
many interesting fancy stitching 
and coordination innovations for 
swim suits and swim trunks. 

Knitted Braid 

“The firm’s most startling de- 
velopment,” Mr. Malerman de- 
clared, “is contained in the ef- 
fects being achieved on all types 
of knitted apparel in the appli- 
cation of a knitted braid in 
ombre shadings. We knit this 
braid, which can be produced in 
hundreds of color shadings,com- 
bining the shades to coordinate 
and create most interesting gra- 
dations of color. The braid can 
also be knitted to achieve a man- 
colored mottled effect. The use 
of this new type of trim is fea- 
tured in several areas of our 
presentations.” 
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Slide Fastener Developments 


“revolutionize” 
Sly Invisible Zipper C orp. 
obsolete in two years, 

Richard E. Knorr, 
product in the United States, 
said that it “takes the zipper out 
of the hardware category for the 
first time in history” because its 
teeth or chains are completely 
concealed on the underside of 
the zipper tape and garment 
when the slider is “zipped-up.” 
This same “hardware-look” was 
the factor that held up public 
acceptance to the first zippers 
back in the early teens of this 
century. “Previous attempts to 
disguise the hardware by enam- 
eling, anodizing and fabric cov- 
ering,” he said “have never been 
successful.” 

Outwardly, the “Sly” appears 
to be two half-inch pieces of 
tape, separated by a conven- 
tional seam down the middle. 
On the underside, the “Sly” 
looks like an ordinary zipper. 
When inserted into a garment, 
it looks like the continuation or 
part of a seam. 

“The new zipper,” Mr. Knorr 
stated, “offers vast opportuni- 
ties for improved styling in the 
garment and allied fields and is 
expected to change the entire 
fashion picture because it elimi- 
nates the placket and the ‘fly.’ 
For Miss and Mrs. America, the 
‘Sly’ slenderizes. With the elim- 
ination of the placket, the puck- 
gaps, bulges and extra 
bulkiness caused by multiple 
layers of material around the 
female form are things of the 
past. For the fashion designer, 
‘Sly’s’ potentialities are unlim- 
ited. 


“Using multiple, invisible clo- 
sures,” he continued, “the de- 
Signer will be able to better 
drape and mold textiles to the 
feminine figure and to convert a 
single model into variations for 
daytime to evening wear.

Early Version in the 30°s 


A crude version of the “Sly” 
was shown to manufacturers in 
the 1930's, Cassuto said. Zipper 
men expressed keen interest but 
found it too expensive to per- 
fect and develop in that depres- 
sion era. The American buying 
public was satisfied with the 
standard functional zipper and 
demanded far less of appearance 
than today.

What about brand names in 
advertising? “Brand names are 
important, but the names by 
themselves do not bring in cus- 
tomers” says Singer. “What 
pulls traffic is big, attractive ads 
showing the latest styles with 
a minimum of copy about brand 
names and prices. After all, we 
work with many different mills 
—at least 20 or 30 of them, so 
no single line dominates our re- 
source picture. We don’t depend 
on any particular brand.” 

Knit dresses have also been 
hitting peak volume in late sum- 
mer events. Flat knits are the 
big story, not the boucles high- 
lighted just a few seasons back. 
Wool is the most favored fiber, 
with the versatile sheath pacing 
the style parade. Black, cocoa 
and red are very popular hues, 
according to reports. 

Buyers note that Italian im- 
ports are solid factors in the 
knit dress market here. Most 
popular price range is in the 
$35-$65 bracket. 

A summary of swimwear sales 
this summer reveals a spotty 
picture. Early cruisewear 
volume was exceptionally good 
during the spring period. But 
June weather—damp and cool 
—failed to stimulate the desire 
needed for sweater promotions. 
The hot weather arrived in July, 
too late to bolster the retail ac- 
tion.

Knitters In Britain Get 


New Nylon Yarns 


PONTYPOOL, Monmouth- 
shire—British Nylon Spinners, 
Ltd., are to market two new 
types of nylon yarns produced 
expressly for knitted outerwear 
use. The yarns are a 100 denier 
25 filament and a 70 denier 20 
filament yarn designed primarily 
for texturizing via the conven- 
tional systems. They are both 
semi-dull. 

The producers recommend 
that they be used practically ex- 
clusively for knitted outer gar- 
ments and men’s _§half-hose, 
stating that they should prove 
valuable alternatives to the finer 
filament yarns which have been 
offered to the trade in the past. 
The original yarns, which will 
still be produced, are 100 denier 
34 filaments and 70 denier 34 
filaments. 

Although the new 70/20 
yarn is available immediately, 
the 100/25 yarn is offered only 
in sample quantities with prom- 
ise of commercial supplies later 
in the autumn this year. 

The producers claim that one 
effect of fewer and coarser fila- 
ments is to increase the resili- 
ence of the bulked yarn in 
knitted fabrics. This results in 
better recovery and stitch clar- 
ity, an effect particularly marked 
in the ribbed welts of sweaters 
and similar garments. The use 
of such yarns also reduces pick- 
iness.

BIRMINGHAM, Ala.—With 
Birmingham’s annual Fall Fash. 
ion Time Festival coming up 
the third week in August, mer- 
chants here are laying in heavy 
stocks of knit goods in anticipa- 
tion of the best knit season in 
many a year, a survey of leading 
retail outlets here revealed. 

Some stores have already 
started selling merchandise on 
hand and report three-piece 
sweater suits selling well at 
$59.95 up to $89.95 (skirt, 
short, cropped loose -fitting 
jacket, teamed with matching 
sweater). 

Some Orlon and Ban-Lon 
sweaters are selling at $8.98 to 
$14.98, but activity is not as 
strong as it is in fur blends. 
Bulkies are expected to be “the 
biggest thing in knits” later on, 
buyers agree. Best colors were 
reported to be purple, green, 
mustard. 

A recent dyed-to-match pro- 
motion, featuring Canterbury 
sweaters at $7.98 to $16.98, 
and skirts at $10.98 to $14.98, 
in camel, frosted grape, blue and 
green, in a big downtown store 
promotion which is annually 
held in July, brought excellent 
response, the buyer said. 

Coordination Essential 

Everything must be coordi- 
nated to please customers in this 
area, the buyer added. “If it 
doesn’t go together, the cus- 
tomer doesn’t want it!” she em- 
phasized. 

The prospects are excellent 
for a big sweater year, declared 
the sportswear buyer for an out- 
standing downtown department 
store. Already selling to the girl 
in the low to medium price 
budget range are Orlons at $8.95 
to $9.95; fur blends to the girl 
with slightly bigger clothing 
budgets, at $14.85 to $16.95, 
and mink-collared, beaded, lace- 
trimmed or classic cashmere 
styles to the girl with an unlim- 
ited budget, this spokesman said.

Colors were bright enough to 
yarrant sunglasses with sunny 
yellows, vivid pink and bold 
ranges important for women 
vhile men’s wear moved from 
ihe conservative camp to take a 
hold plunge into the pink and 
wender family. 

Fabrics used in the collec- 
‘ion were both woven and knit- 
din 100 percent Creslan acry- 
¢ fiber or in blends with wool, 
rayon, cotton and nylon. Knit 
‘shions ranged from bathing 
wits and ski wear to travel en- 
embles, late-day and evening 
iresses. Bulky rib knits and lacy 
pen work and raschel type knits 


were shown, the latter especially 
exciting in a black 100 percent 
Creslan lace evening gown over 
cherry satin. This Spanish in- 
fluenced style was shown with a 
matched knit stole satin lined. 

Men’s styling reflected a Eu- 
ropean influence which was 
especially noticeable in the per- 
son of Italian-based double- 
breasted blazers and_ single 
breasted cardigans. Slim knitted 
slacks shown for casual wear in 
a 70 30 Creslan nylon con- 
struction. 

The easy silhouette character- 
izing women’s fashions utilized 
such devices as fringe trim, pan- 
eled over skirts, tunics and in- 
terest in patterns such as kimo- 
no type and tiered bell-sleeves. 
Norwegian sweater designs ap- 
peared to complement slim knit 
pants. A bulky look achieved 
without thickness was exciting. 

The styles result from the 
company’s fashion and _ fabric 


design development program 
initiated to assist designers in 
search of new color, fabric, 


yarn and silhouettes ideas. The 
program is headed by Maurice 
Levin, fabric and fashion de- 
signer.

Boom Market For Flat Knit Sheath 
Dresses Seen By Catalina Spokesman 


BOSTON, 
for flat knit sheath dresses, 


Mass.—Early sales indicate a booming fall market 
two-piece knit suits and cardigans 


coordinated with skirts and slacks, in New England. Myron Benson, 


New England representative of Catalina, Inc., 
Boston’s leading department stores, 


dresses the last week in July, 
sold seventeen sets in a branch 
store in two days. 

A number of firsts are in- 
cluded in the new Catalina line 
presented here, as well as new 
versions of last year’s successes, 
such as the pique Rodier knits 
which require no lining. 

The firm has imported a num- 
ber of Terrot knitting machines 
from Germany for fine gauge 
work and is using a fabric of 
two-ply flat knits on jacquard 
machines to produce a matelasse 
or embossed pattern of one color 
with a background in a second 
color. 

Coordinated Line 

Catalina has discontinued 
making classic sweaters, and 
everything in the line is coordi- 
nated with matching skirt or 
slacks. Multi-button high close 
cardigans with club collars or 
rounded necklines are favored, 
and for these tops the line in- 
cludes seven fabric patterns, knit 
of wool, comprising paisley or 
intarsia, diamond, mosaic, ori- 
ental, medallion and floral de- 
signs. Color combinations in- 
clude arrangements of white, 
moss and red wine; banker gray, 
moss and wisteria; black, red 
wine and moss; oak, white and 
black, and banker gray, white 
and gold. 

Colors emphasized for fall 
are oak, moss, gold and fawn. 
These colors plus blue, grays, 
wine red and black are used 
solidly in a line of one-piece 
sheaths of fine gauge Merino 
wool knit on the Terrot ma- 
chines. For the most part, these 
have elbow-length sleeves, elas- 
ticized midriff and are trimmed 
with a narrow matching belt. 
Some of the selections have dol- 
man sleeves and the necklines 
are high and either rounded or 
with a modified boat neck or V. 

Sheaths have also been made 
up in matelasse patterns, two-ply 
flat knit on jacquard machines, 
and combine such shades as 


black and earth; black and 


said that one of 
which introduced Catalina 


moss, and black and blue. A 
mohair and wool blend, too, has 
been used for a selection of 
sheaths, and for these models, 
loop stitching has been applied 
to give the garment a boucle 
appearance. 

Terrot machines are also used 
to give Catalina suits a flatter 
knit. The skirts in these combi- 
nations are elasticized and car- 
digan style, waist-length jackets 
predominate. 

Collar styles for these suit 
jackets consist of notched lapels, 
and both rounded and pointed 
wide club collars. Five and seven 
buttons are used on these jackets 
and the sleeves are long. One 
notched collar style had con- 
trasting piping outlining the col- 
lar design and down the button 
band.

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NKOA Says Foreign Imports Injure 
Knitwear, Yarn, Machinery Markets

producers who continued the 
production of such full-fash- 
ioned sweaters. The Japanese 
are now exploiting sweaters of 
fur blends which were first pop- 
ularized by American produc- 
ers, and this not bode well for 
the future of this type.” 

Japanese competition, Mr. 
Korzenik stated, on entering 
any area of the sweater market 
not only ousts the American 
producers but causes _ that 
branch of the market to wither, 
to the detriment of all suppliers. 
Low Japanese prices explain 
why the areas of the knitwear 
trade which Japanese competi- 
tion successively exploited were 
left less attractive and less ca- 
pable of absorbing either Amer- 
ican or Japanese products. 

“When American producers 
promote an article, retailers are 
usually interested, and Japanese 
competition can invade that 
market by underselling domes- 
tic manufacturers,” Mr. Kor- 
zenik declared. “But when 
American producers are even- 
tually forced to quit that com- 


petitive area and no longer pro- 
mote such merchandise retail 
interest slackens and the Japan- 
ese then lack an actively pro- 
moted American counterpart to 
sell against. The sole appeal 
then becomes the price tag, not 
merchandise appeal, and in 
such a situation even the Jap- 
anese encounter greater resist- 
ance. But by that time the mar- 
ket area they exploited has 
been largely destroyed for all 
participants. Low prices can 
succeed in penetrating a fashion 
market, but they cannot sustain 
it. That is why Japanese goods, 
even in Japan’s own interest, 
should be limited to quantities 
that the market can absorb with- 
out being drugged. Experience 
shows that present quantities 
exceed that limit of market tol- 
erance.” 
American Spinners Hurt 


Apart from the detrimental 
effect of foreign imports on the 
domestic sweater industry, they 
have also produced a substantial 
displacement of American knit- 


ting yarns of wool. Mr. Korzenik 
pointed out that in 1959 the 
total imports of knitted outer- 
wear made wholly or in chief 
value of wool amounted to 5,- 
320,000 pounds. Reckoned only 
on a net weight basis, it is esti- 
mated that the U. S. knitted 
outerwear industry’s consump- 
tion of domestically produced 
knitting yarns made wholly or 
chiefly of wool amounted that 
year to approximately 17,000,- 
000 pounds. Thus, wool knitted 
outerwear entering the U. S. 
from abroad displaced an 
amount of domestic yarn pro- 
duction approximating nearly 
one-third of the total domestic 
consumption of comparable 
knitting yarns. 

Mr. Korzenik also pointed out 
that knitting yarns of wool en- 
tering in the U. S. in the form 
of finished knitted outerwear far 
exceeded the total imports of 
wool knitting yarns as_ such. 
Since wool yarns (except for 
the limited class made wholly 
or in chief value of angora rab- 
bit hair) were omitted from the 
list of announced articles to be 
considered for tariff negotiation, 
presumably for the proper pro- 
tection of American wool manu- 


facture, Mr. Korzenik argued 
that it can hardly be consistent 
with that purpose to admit an 
increasing volume of such yarns 
in the form of finished knitwear, 
Machinery Sales Decline 

The harmful effect of imports 
on the American industry were 
dramatically demonstrated by 
the sharp decline in the purchase 
of full-fashioning outerwear 
equipment by American mills 
as compared with the use of 
foreign sales during the same 
period. Whereas the American 
market absorbed 831 machine 
sections in 1955, such purchases 
in 1959 amounted to only 65. 
Foreign sales by American ma- 
chine builders during the same 
interval rose from 42 machine 
sections in 1955 to 234 in 1959, 
These figures, Mr. Korzenik ex- 
plained, were not complete and, 
if supplemented by the sale of 
machinery converted from hosi- 
ery to outerwear use and sold 
in the industry during the earlier 
years, would show an even more 
striking decline.

The average daily wage in 
knitting mills in Japan was not 
more than 10 cents per hour in 
April of 1959, according to fig- 
ures cited by Mr. Korzenik from 
official publications of the Japan- 
ese Government. However, ac- 
cording to information he sub- 
mitted at the hearings, most 
sweaters coming from Japan 
were produced not in factories 
but under inferior labor condi- 
tions prevailing among home- 
workers. About 98 per cent of all 
full-fashioned sweaters made in 
Japan are produced in cottage 
industries. There are a number 
of larger firms handling knit- 
goods, but most of them sub- 
contract actual production to 
cottage industries and generally 
themselves make only samples 
and designs and perform finish- 
ing work and inspection. It is 
axiomatic, said Mr. Korzenik, 
that homework labor is paid at 
rates lower than those prevailing 
for comparable factory employ- 
ment. Further tariff cuts must

Dow Chemical Reports 


Sales, Earnings Increase
